Some Progressiye candidates 
cheerfully proclaim that the farm- 
ers are not a bit afraid of having 
direct taxation substituted for the 
tariff; that they would face with- 
out a shiver the prospect of hav- 
ing to pay seventy-five dollars 
per year direct Dominion taxes on 
each quarter section of land if the 
custom's duties were removed and 
free trade allowed .

But a large pro- 
portion of it is owned by farmers, 
who have been living on it, work- 
ing hard and living economically. 
And ‘when a speculator’s land 
falls into arrears that is pretty 
good evidemce that farm land is not 
a desirable commodity on the local 
market, even at the low ppices 
which prevail and have prevailed 
in this province, If municipal and 
school taxes cannot be met in so 
large a nuntber of cases, how 
would these be paid and also a 
direct Dominion levy greater than 
both of them combined? The only 
reasonable anawer is that a still 
jarger number of farmers would 
jind themselves in line each year 
to be sold out of house and home 
for taxes.
